PLASTER SAINTS. 



Mr.. Ltd* Calvert Obrnchain (Elixa

the Woii u'i Journal, a Boston paper, 
last week her view. a. to the btaring ol 
the recent political disturbance, in Ken- 
tucky on woman's baliot It will be re- 
membered that at the late Congressional 
bearing, a Northern orprnentof equal 
rights fir womia referred to the shoot- 
ing of Ooebel as a conclusive objection 
to letting women vote, and Mr. 
Charlie K. Haundera need the same ar 
gument in the recent debate on equal 
suffrage in the Massachusetts Legislature. 
Mrs. Obenchain says : 

A few weeks before our last; Equal 
Right* Convention 1 had a letter from 
Mrs. Mary C. Roark, asking me, among 
other thing?, lot my idea of the lines of 
suffrage work that needed special atten- 
tion in this State at the present time. 
As nearly as I can remember, my reply 
was as follows : 

The political conditions in our Matt- 
are such that I do not see bow any 
woman with an atom of common sense 
can say that she does not want to vote. 
If soma divine power would only rain 
down a little common sens* on the wo- 
man who need it, auy line of work 
wtQld lead speedily to woman suffrage ; 
but without that divine interposition, no 
line of work can possibly prove effective. 
This sounds pessimistic hut I do not feel 
pessimistic at all. I believe that woman 
suffrage is near at hand, but it is going to 
be forced on the women of Kentucky by 
some unexpected combination of circum- 
stances, just as it was forced on the wo- 
men of New Orleans. The average wo. 
man has no sense of justice. She will 
have to learn the expediency of woman 
suffrage before she sees its justice. 

When I wrote these words, Id iJ not 
dream that their fulfilment lay very 
near at hand, and that it would be writ- 
ten in blood on the pages of Kentucky's 
history. A few weeks later came the 
assassination of Goebel, the climax of all 
Kentucky's bloo iy deeds The "unex- 
pected combination of circumstances" 
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it last. 
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Journal announced that 
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would hold a meetiug "for the purpose 
of directing the attention of women to 

t" a importance and necessity of using 
Mr influence in behalf of good citizen- 
ship." Here was the fulfillment of my 
words. Goebel's death had not only re 
united his party, but it bad awakened 
the women of bis State to a realization of 
their civic responsibilities. 

The mass meeting was held and the 
speakers were the most eminent among 
the city's clergv. There was a great 
amount of eloquence and enthusiasm ; 
but between Bishop Dudley and Rev. 
Carter Helm Jones the women of Ken- 
tucky will have a hard time finding out 
who they are, and what thev are, and 
where they are "at" in 



First came Bishop Dudley who said 
that all the good qualities of man are 
due to woman, and that "the mightiest, 
bravest, and beet men in this country 
have been widows' sons," and that "the 
country is full of good men who never 
had a father's i I fluence to guide them." 
Then came the Rev. Carter Helm Jones, 
who declared that "the men of Ken- 
tucky are just as good ss the women 
want them to be," in which case we wo- 
men are certainly a very bad lot. 
To a suflrsgist, these conflicting state- 
ment* are very suggestive. If we women 
TEe as powerful and as good as the Bis- 
hop says we are, I would like to ask him 
bow it happens that affairs have gotten 
into such a bad condition. Then, again, 
if onr "ideals" are to blams for all this 
political trouble, as Mr. Jones asserts, 
what is the use of calling on us to purify 



archang-d. should have been calif 
purify the ideals of women, bt fare they 
can be expected to purify politics. 

If as Bishop Dudley sa\s, "ail the good 
qualities of men are due to won 
what part does man play in the scheme 
of evolution ? I ■ he tqcsou'CH of all evil ? 
Is he a mere non-entity, capable ol re- 
ceiving good, bnt not capable of t 
mitting it? It is a new and queer theory 
of heredity that the Bishop presents, 
and no woman who respects her husband 
or her father will be likely to assent to 
the proposition that all the good in hu- 
manity is derived from woman. Follow- 
ed out to their logical conclusion, Bish- 
op Dudley's statements mean that the 
tie- ! thing Kentucky fathers can do is tn 
lie down and die, and leave the rearing of 
their sons entirely to the mothers of the 
State — which would be a very undesirabe 
condition for all concerned. Lst us see 
if there is not some middle ground be- 
tween the eulogy of the Bishop and the 
depreciation of Mr. Jones. 

The attitude of these gentlemen 
wards women in politics reminds me of 
England's attitude towards her common 
soldiers, asaet forth in one of Kipling's 
"Barrack Kx>m Ballads:" 
Oh, it's Tommy this an' Tommy that, si 

"Tommy, go away;" 
But it's "Thank you, M.ster A'.kins 

when the band begins to play. 
For it's Tommy this an' Tommy that, ai 

"Tommy, wait outside ;" 
But it's "Special train for Atkins" whs 



Then it's Tommy this an' Tommy that, 

an' Tommy, "ow'a yer soul ?" 
But it'e "thiu red une of 'eroee," when 

the drums begin to roll. 
(While it's Tommy this an' Tommy that, 
I an' "Tommy, fall behind ;" 
But it's "Please to walk in front, sir." 

when there's trouble in the wind. 
For it's Tommy this an' Tommy that, an' 

"Chuck him out, the brute !" 
But it's "Saviour of his country; when 
the guns begin to shoot 
Ever since Kentucky b?came a State, 
women have been ordered to "go away," 
to "wait outside," and to " fall behind," 
whenever there was any political affair 
on hand. But now when "there's trou- 
ble in the wind," and the "drums begin 
to roll," and "the guns begin to shoot." 
we are suddenly ordered to the front, 
and informed that we are the eavioure ol 
our country I And it is darkly intimated 
that If we render our fellow men any 
assistance in their trouble, it is no more 
than we ought to do, since we are mainly 
responsible lor it all. You perhaps re- 
member the protest of "Tommy Atkins:" 
We aren't no thin red 'eroee' and we 

aren't no blackguards, too, 
But single men in barricks; moat re- 
markable like you ; 
And if sometimes our conduck isn't all 

your fancy paints, 
Why single men in barricks don't grow 
into plaster saints. 
We women are not the "plaster Baints" 
that Bishop Dudley would make us out 
to be, nor are we as bad as the other 
side sees us. We are just plain human 
beings, "most remarkable like" men. 
"And if sometimes our conduck Isn't all 
your fancy paints," why, please remem- 
ber that you cannot expect a disfran- 
chised class to grow into heroes and 
patriots, any more than you can expect 
"single men in barricks" to become 
"plaster saints." 

The Rev. Carter Helm Jones finds that 
the "ideals" of women are at the bottom 
of all this political trouble, and if wo 
will only "raise their ideals." the 
millennium will begin right here in 
Kentucky politics. Undoubtedly to- 
la a great many ways,

The moat reasonable utterances at the 



questioned our civilisation. "Are we a 



civilized people?" said Mr. Temple 
Bodley; while Kabbi Moms rightly de- 
clared that we are in a certain sense 
"pagans." To Mr. Bodley'e question 
there is but one answer. It has been 
only a few years since the Equal Rights 
Association, alter ten years of hard work, 
swept from the statute, books of Ken- 
tucky every vestige of the barbarous 
common law of England as it related to 
the property rights of married women ; 
and there are still laws ol onr statute 
hooka laws relating to 
children, tl 
I think that ciuturies tunc*, when a 
nobler race reads the dark p»g* of his 
tory that Kentucky has recentlv writ- 
ten for herself, the comment will be: 
"Bat what conld be expected from peo- 
ple whose ideals ol 
low that their women were clased, politi- 
cally with 'minors, idiots, lunatics, and 
criminals'?" 

Granting that the ideals of women am 
wrong, and that these ideals have caused 
all the political trouble In Kentucky, 
still we women cannot justly be idamed ; 
for women's ideals have alwaya been 
manufactured by men. Men have said 
to wom-jn : "Thus must you think, thus 
must you speak, thus must you act," antl 
women have obediently thought, spoken, 
and acted in acc irdaoce wilh the orders 
from headquarters. Woman's id -al of 
government was framed by man ; her 
ideal of home was made by man ; her 
ideal of man was made by man ; and to 
cap the climax, she was not even 
mitted to make au ideal of herself, 
itleal of womanhood even was mi 
man. Man said to her ; "The ideal wo- 
man ia one whose sphere is the home. 
Wifehood and motherhood are the high- 
est honors to which she aspires. She 
must be a good cook aud a good seam- 
stress, and a good iiousekeeper. She 
must keep the buttons sewed on, and 
darn the socks, and obey her husband, 
and always meet him with a smile ; and 
if she will only do this we men will at 
tend to everything outside the 'sphere 
and all will be lovely." The women o 
Kentucky, with a few unimportaut ex 
ceptions, have kept this ideal of wo- 
manhood enshrined in their I 
hearts. They havo bowed down 
and worshipped it daily. Thsy have 
kept within their sphere, and they have 
ehuddered with horror at the 
gestion of voting ; and now, if their ideals 
are to blame forthe murder, the assassin- 
ation, the political anarchy that dis- 
graces Kentucky, 
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important exceptions who 
did not accept the man-made ideals were 
known as "strong-minded women." I 
love that adjective 'strong minded." The 
whole story of the woman movsment ia 
in thst one word. The difference between 
the woman who is conservative and the 
one who is progressive, between the wo- 
man who accepts the ideal man makes 
for her and the woman who prefers to 
make her own ideals, is that the latter is 
strong-minded and the former is — not. 
And if the women of Kentucky are to 
save the State by means of their ideals, 
as the Rev. Carter Helm Jones tells 
them to do, tbey miiBt begin the good 
work by getting "strong-minded." 

Elder Powell, one of the speakers st 
the great mass meeting, said that Ken- 
tucky women must "carry religion into 
politics." How in the world are we to 
carry religion into politics when the cry 
goes eternally up from press and from 
pulpit: "You must keep out of politics. 
Politics is not your sphere. The home 
is your sphere, and the State ia man's. 
The State rests on the home, and if yon 
manage the affairs of your home pro- 
perly, that will be service enough to the 
State." 

The Courier Journal reporter said: 
These 1,500 or more women sat there 
and listened with breathless interest 
while the city's foremost speakers, 
among the clergy, told them that the 
salvation of the State and its politics de- 
pended upon them ; that the civilisation 
of Kentucy's people and the reputation 
of the Slate depended on their efforts ; 
and there was not a woman present but 
left the building firmly resolved to do 
all she could for the enlightment and 
betterment ol the people of this Com- 
non wealth. 

If the immortal gods wanted any 
'large laughter," they might have found 
the occasion for it in this meeting. Or 
perhaps it takes a strong-minded woman 
to see the utter absurdity in the spectacle 
of these men, representatives of the class 
that has sole charge of politics, laying 
rsmendoos responsibilities on dls- 
ised women. Women are the 
of all good, but they are not good 
enough to vole. They must keep out 
of politics, and "carry religion into poll- 
Their Ideals are all wiong and 
they are to blame for mort of the trou- 
ble, nevertheless "the salvation of the

A Cloverport Citizen Has In His 
Possession A Piece Of The 

Last Log That Was 
Used In Its 
Construc- 
tion. 

A REMARKABLE CAVE 

LAYS BELOW THE FORT 



A representative of the Nswecasnslly 
dropped into the real estate otlice ol Dr 
K. L. Newsom's, Monday and was shown 
a piece of log three feet in length thai 
came out of "Hardin's Fort," erected 
one hundred anil twenty years ago 
Hardinaburg, the county seat of this 
county, by the celebrated Indian tighter, 
Gen. William Hardin. 

The piece of timber is partially de- 
cayed, hut in all probability will laat 
many years yet. There are a few of the 
old st)le nails projecting about three 
quarters of an inch on the outside, 
this is the last ef the 1 ->g«, the o 
prs-M it as a valuable relic. 

Gen. William Hardin was a pion€ 
this county and a Irontiersinan of the 
true type. He and a few of hi. neigh 
bore, among whom were the Claycombs, 
Brashears, Brnoers, Bargers, H-ynseses, 
Rices, Jollys, Barrs, Deans, Spencers and 
others, penetrated the wilderness ol Ken- 
tucky, about the year 17S0. Gen. Har- 



be recalled, were 
in seaich of a suitable location for his 
colony. They reached the falls 
Ohio, but finding a settlement 
the nature of the country was too ewai 
re-embarked and lloated down 
placid waters of the Ohio to the mouth 
ol Sinking Creek, where they anticipated 
he exploration' of the adjacent country. 
Here thev embarked into the midst of a 
hand of hostile savages. The Indians 
allowed them the privilege of going 
some three miles in the country, when 
they divided, one party taking |.o»e sion 
of the boat, while the other pursued the 
whites. 

Signs of Indians were discovered 
naturally they became on the alert 
realizing they were being pursued by a 
superior body of savages anil knowing 
the folly of the fight, they pushed on to 
Hine's Fort, the present site of Elizabeth* 

Their fight was continued until morn- 
ing, and on reaching a large spring they 
stopped to rest and quench their thirst. 
If all descriptions he true, it was doubt- 
ol Big Springs now 
stands. At this point savages attacked 



three others escaped. 

About this time the Oliio over Mowed 
periodically au I the surrounding country. 
Hardin cut the emSlem < f "h g'i 1 
mark" ou a tree, which U still pe 
tible. 

The country was explored in a south- 
easterly direction and finally Hardins- 
burg, where the old Fort stood, was 
reached. 

It was Hardin's determination to 
tablish a colony. The erection of 

was constructed of logs with loopholes 
to shoot from. 

The Fort Is staked on a alope and a 
short distance in a downward direction 
from said Fort is the location of a cele- 
brated cave. It was always] used as a 
safe retreat. The cave lias been ex- 
plored a considerable distance and has 
become noted for its coolness and pure 
air. It has been stated, that fresh 
meals have been stored away in the cave 
and known to keep (or a period of yeara. 
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slant tfow of the purest water. 

A number of cahini surrounded this 
Fort and occupied hy persons who hail 
joined Hardin with the intention ol set- 
tling the country. 

Gen. Hardin bore the honor of laying 
Ml Hardinaburg in 17.su. The Hardin 
family, of whom Gen. Hardin was a 
member, was one ol Ike) noted and dis- 
tinguished families of Kentucky. 

This noble hero's grave is in a dilapi- 
dated condition and lays on the turn- 
pike road adjoiutog the Hardin creek 

The Hon. Alfred Allen (deceased) 
who delivered the oration of the HHUh 
anniversary of llardinshurg, on 
memorable occasion strenously agitated 
the erection of a monument to the gal- 
at fighter.

STOCK LAW. 



This Badly Needed Reform Will 
Probably Be Voted Upon This Fall.

uuch interest to the 
fanner is the stock law. It waa on the 
ballot in Mead* county in UN hut wss 
(rated, 1 feel coi.li lent however that 
it should be tried again this fall, it 
MaU carry unanimously for the farmers 
e awakening to their own interests. 
I know of many farms in this county 
where there is scare I y enough timber to 
keep up the fences and as there is no 
stock law almost every day there can be 
seen a drove of scrub stock hogs, thst 
are dependent upon the commons for 
their hsll starved existence, preying up- 
on such aud destroying the result of 
much hard labor, i'lie owner is proba- 
bly notified aud he loses a day and a half 
from his work putting his cattle up. The 
trouble then ceases lor a few days when 
the cattle get out again aud the same 
story is repeated. 

Now, would it not be wiser and better 
to fence in your own stock? Every farm 
has a few old rails which might he util- 
ized to fence in s pasture for the stock. 
This would be much chesper than let- 
ting your own stock run loose or fencing 
sgsinst the whole community. 

In passing through Harrison county, 
Ind., 1 bave often admired the fine cat- 
tle and hogs ol that section. They do 
not depend upon the commons for thsir 
living. Thsy ars fed wall and regularly 
and become paying investments to tbsir 
owners. I havs beard some far 
that thsy would not livs in a 
that hsd no stock Isw. 

On scoount of this scarcity of timber 
for fencing and on account of the great 
destruction to property and crops by al- 
lowing ths stock to run loose at will, 
something will havs to be done. We 
must bave a stock law. It will probably 
be on the ballot this tall; if so every far- 
mer will bave the right to vote for his 
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of creeper and has nothing particularly 
striking about Its appearance. By cut- 
ting pieces of It to a suitable length 
and fraying the ends the natives con- 
vert It Into a toothbrush, and a tooth 
powder to accompany the use of tho 
brush Is also prepared by pulverizing 
the dead stems.
